3. It's further worthy of our Obfervation, That 
the Agre^oent he pretends to prove, is not from - 
the avowd Dodrinc of either Church, but by fome

Quotations he produces from two or three paitico- 
lar Authors, oh the part of the Church of England i 
and from fuch as on their own fide, arc reje(a:ed by 
the governing part of their Church. So for in- 

Preface, fiance, he faith, they are the avowed Principles of 

fame of the Cler^^ and late Writers. And when he 
undertakes for tne Romifb Church, he tells us, That 

Page i6, i8, a great , // not the greateji part , grant to the Pope 

^* ^'' hut a Primacy^ for the fake of Catholick Cantor d^ &c. 

For Proof of which, he appeals to the Councils^ 
Conjiance and Bajil^ and the Priviledges of the Gallic 
can Church. And yet the Ad:s of thofe Councils 
were reprobated in fucceediog Councils ; and {o far 
as concern this cafe, ^ere utterly di&liowed, as 

Dc^Condi. L Bellarmin faith. And of what little Authority the 

Gallick Priviledges have been accounted at Rome , 

Page 22, &c there needs no more evidence than the cafe of De 

Marcay as it's reprefcntcd by this Author. So that, 

Pifcfiicc. i^i; hi5 Quotations (which he pretends to be veryjuji 

in) be admitted j yet his Argument from thence , 
for an exa£l and full Agreement , as to this matter, 
amounts to this only : Some of the Church of Eng^ 
land are for a Primacy for Concord-fake, and fome 
of the Church of Rome are for no more j therefore 
. the Agreement betwixt the Church of England and 
Rome , is very exa(^ and fiill in thofe points. And 
if this be his way of Demonflration, it might to as 
good purpofe be fhewed. That diere is alfo in feveral 
Points, this kind of Agreement between thol^ that 
(he faith ) the Controverfy only lies between, viz. ' 
the Church of Rome , and the Proteftant Diflen* 
ten 

4. When he ofJers at a Demonflration from theie 
particular Authors, he attempts not to prove it fo 

- much 
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much from what they lay, as from what he himfelf 
infers from -it So much he acknowledges ; for 
when he had charged Dr. S her leek to have found 
out a Divine Inftitution for the Popes Primacy y (This P^8« 4^» 43^ 
being fo grois, as he could not father it upon him, ^^'^ 
but he Ihouid foon be deteiSted ) he brings hlmfelf 
ofF with thi^ This I confefij the D^^or doth not ex^ 
frtfly carry any further than the 'Comlinations of a 
National Church and Primacy^ that is, hefaysnofuch 
thing. ^ 

y. When he doth find out fome things in which 
the (^[lurches are agreed, they are fuch things as 
the Church of England agrees with the Ancient, and 
moft other Churches .in, and they &re Epifcopacy 
and Liturgy; and it had been to the likepurpofe, 
if he had ilfo fhewed their Agreement in the great 
DoHrines of Chrifiian Religion. And yet, even here 
he fails again ; for he that concludes. In a word^ ^^^ Page 44^ 
Agreement hetwe^n /)&f Engliih Clergy^ and the Ro- 
mania, ahout the immediate Divine Right of Efifc(h 
pacy is fo full J &C. doth acknowledg that Ordina- 
tion hy Preshyters is granted in the Church of Rome ^^ ^^ ^^ 
to he valid and regular^ and that all thofe that hold 
iht Supreme JurifaiHion of the Pope^ over the ivhole, Pzge a^l 
Catholick Church vijfile y do hold the Divine Right of 
Bifhops to he hut mediate^ [mediantt Papa J: So that 
he is gone from an Agreement of Churches to an 
Agreement between Perfons ; from a full Agreement 
in Opinion , to an Agreement in Government and 
Worfhip } from Worlhip, to fome parts of Worlhip ; 
from Demonilrations, to Inferences, and framed 
Proptifiuons.of his own ; from an Agrcement^t laft,. 
to a Difagrcement.

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But of thefe Articles it is to be obferved ,* there 
are fome which each party differs as much from the 
other in (when they come to explain themfelves) 
as if there liad been no Agreement in Terms; Thus 
it happens in Articles, 3^, jth and isth; as IhaU 
afterwards be ihewed. 

%. There are other Articles, wherein both 

Churches do agree in the Sence , tho they differ 

in Terms; or that are not fo much Controverfies 

between Church and Church , as between private 

Afohgffof Dodors in each Church. Of this Opinion is a

i68i.Part4. Ele£ii(m. Of the former, he faith, the 'difference 

150]'^* ^^"^^ thAt eur Adverfaries will ohje^ between them and us^ 

upon this point of Free-will^ is only imaginary^ and a 
meet cavil. Of the latter, he concludes , Since we 
agree iu the Fundamentals of this Do£lrine Qas we^ 
have already fet forth^ ; and that cur Dijffent is 
hut with a few rf their Dolors ^ it would "not he 
very hard ( / P^ould ihin^ } to find out fuch a hi^ 
as of Temperament , drawn from the Word of God, 
in propofing of thefe Opinions , and in Terms fo pro^ 
portioned to their Suhlimity , a^ all humhle and mo^ 
derate Spirits would find fu^cient for their Satisfa- 
3icn. \ 

J. There are other Points which are matter of 
Liberty , and left undetermined in the Church of 
England; And fo She doth receive into her Com- 
munion, as well thofe that deny as affirm, But 
on the contrary, the Church of Rome hath deter- 
mined 
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mined feveral Points of this Nature to be Matters 
of Faith; and anathematized thofe that do not 
fo receive them. Thus they are accurfed by the 
Council of Trent , that fay , We are formally juHi- ' 
fed hy the Kighteoufnefs of Chrifi [ the only formal Scff <5- Can lo, 
caufe of our Jtfflification heing the Jtifike of God ; \^*^^* 
as it's there declared ^ cap. 8.] or that we are ju:- 
^ified hy the alone Imputation of ChriJFs Righteouf^^ 
nefs : Or- that fhall fay , Juftifying Faith is nothing 
elfe than a trufi or confidence in the Divine Mercy y 
forgiving Sins for Chriil^sfake^ &c. Inwliich, and 
the like, untefs the Church of England will curfe 
thofe whom She doth bleis , and caft out of her 
Communion fuch as She receives into it, She can na 
more be reconciled to the Church of Rome^ than: 
in thofe other Points that for the matter of them are 
held and declared by her felf to be falfc and errone- 
ous. 

4. There are Articles which the two Churches 
do, in whole, or in part, fo differ in, that thcDa- 
£trmc of the Church of England cannot be the Do- 
Arine o( the Church of Rome; nor the Do- 
ctrine of the Church of Rome. he the Dodlrine of 
the Church of England. Such are moft, if not all, 
of thefe following Articles ; viz. Art. 6. of the fuf- 
ficiency of the Holy Scriptures for Salvation ; Art. 9. 
of Original Sin; Art. li. of the Jujlijicaiion of Man i 
Art. 13. of works before Jujiification ; Art. 14. of works 
of Supererogation; Art. 15. of Chrijt alone without 
Sin; Art- 19. of the Church; Art xo. of the Autho^ 
rity of the Church; Art. xi. of the Authority of Ge^ 
neral Councils ; Art. xz. of Purgatory ; Art. %^. of 

fpeakhl 
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(peaking in the Congregation in fucb a Tongue as the 
re/)j>le underftandeth ; Artz^. of the Sacraments •; Art. 
28. of the Lords Scupper ; Art. 29. of the meked which 
eat not the Body of Chrifi; Art. 30. of loth /finds; 
Art 3 1, of the Ohlation of Chrifi upon the Crofs ; Art. 
32. of the Marriage of Prieftsy Art. 34, ofi:he Tra- 
'dit ion of the Church i Art. 35'. of the Homilies ; Art 
36. of the Confecrationof Eifhops and Miniflers i Art. 
.37. of the Civil Magiftrates. Thefe, befides feveral 
others whiqh our Articles do not exprefly mention, 
(but are commonly the received iPrinciples of our 
Church) are the Inconciliahle Points; and which all 
the Wit and Charity in the World can no more 
thorowly reconcile, thaja Light and Darkneft. How 
ikr this is true, and demonftrated to be fo in the 
following Sheets, I fliall leave to the Confideration'of 
^ every intelligent Reader. In which I have proceed- 
ed with care and impartiality from Point to Point j 
laying down firfl: the Doiflrine of each Church from 
unqueflionable Authorities, for my own Juftifica- 
tionj and then fortheeafc of the Reader, I have 
fumm'd it up, and fet each in Oppofition to the other. 
From all which I doubt not, but whatever Friend- 
ihip. may be maintained betwixt the Members of 
both Churches , as we tu:e Fellow-Subje<as , yet it 
will be evident, that there is no poffibility of Agree- 
ment between them in Matters of Religion , or of 
making One Church of what arc (o raanifeftly Two.
